It II aptly observed by tlie editor ef the General Stud Book, in the preface to 
the second volume, that if any proof were wanting of the tuptriority of tlie Eng¬ 
lish bread of horses over tbut of every other country, it might be found in the 
avidity vviili which iliey are stiuglit by foreigners. The exportation of them to 
Russia, Germany, France, Ae., for the last five years has hueii so cunakterable, as 
In render it an objec; of some iiiipoiiance in s commereial point of view. But 
this advantage tonie of our Continental neighbors are of opinion will not long 
remain with us; they are fully aware of the aource whence we derive this su- 
|iei'iiiriiy, and uie in consequence t-ndeavoiiiig to establish races on the English 
plan, which, losnher with a more carei'iil selection of slullioiib and mares than 
they observe in England, will very soon, they say, enable tlirni lo excel us; and 
they anticipate a (lay, nut very distnnt, when (lie English must send to the Con¬ 
tinent, if not fur speedy, at least for.omnd horses. This hiiii about soundness 
inav be wi>rih titieniion, but for the rcsi there cun be little to apprehend. 

As coiisKlershle diA'erenee of upinion prevails with regard to the character of 
the Raia-horse of by-gmie days ut.d ibai of the present, ive deem the remarks of 
the author of the ''()ompuiuiiie View" entitled to the serious noiic.e of all 
b; ders, wlieiher of horse.^ or esiile. If the blood horse has ilegtneruted, it be¬ 
comes our iNiunilen duty to exiiiiiiiic the source wlience that pre-eininence was 
derived; and if through any purtieulur channel, to introduce, as fur as practicable, 
thill bliNsI again into our present brrtd The Author’s declared object “isto 
iiivestigiiie the results of that siruciurul enlar'ement of animals which is unnaiu 
ml—to iMiiiii out iliose properties which may acquired by certain of them when 
fully recl iimivl, and those which they are likely to lose in this condition. The 
natural stature lioili of Itorsi < and cattle is siiiall compared with that which they 
ai quite when dome-'-ticmid. ' 

The fir.^l chapter treats of the great tusks |>erformed by mce-horses of the lust

With onr deJirJire syslcin (so sly Ini) nt fell not a little proud in the admi.ssion 
of tie* enuAc which iiiduei-fnreigriersto repair hitlier for liorsts. “Foreigners," 
says llic Atillior, '* not breeding their horses under any wall-organized system of 
art, have none which unite much stru' tur.vl (Htwer with si eed Their horses are 
liiirdy nnd useful for many purposes; but when powerful, lliey have little s(Ned; 
.Old when spetdy, they are defieient in .stature. 

As Goveniment is called u|)un to move out of its nrtlinnry track, in order to 
influence the quality of our horses, by a Natio.nai. Rmtabi.ishme.nt, wc shall 
quote (he Author'.*! views of the course to be taken in furtherance of such a 
plan 

“ A National Es(ublislnn*m( sliuuhl conmieiice its functions by obtaining from 
the East a considerable number of Wi ll-sel(ct«(l ponies. The U-ttcr {Kirtion would 
lie found to [Nisseas much natucal speed, stoutness uiMler severe exertion, with 
limits and feet peculiarly adapted fur moving rapidly on a hard suefuce. It would 
l« puerile to bring from so great a disiam-e such ill-shapeii and attenuated crea¬ 
tures ns (Imsi* now usually imported under liie name of Arabians; or to employ 
(lersoiis to ^rchose who have not had experience of tlie^besi iio.'scs under severe 
exertion. They would search in vain amongst Oriental’liorses for those proper¬ 
ties which are acquired under a sy.-lem of continued selection. Looking only for 
iiHiiiral qualities, tliey sliould stieci animals as nearly in a state of nature as 
they could find tlieiii; having good symmetry, a full amount of muscle, and 
whatever natural s}>ecd the best uiimials of the best race are found to possess. 

“ Wlien brought home a further trial sliould be made. In this we sliould be 
content with a degree of s|iee(l which is natural, and an amount of structural 
isiwerat nearly natural as could be procured. The offspring of these small 
lairses should be tried in each tncceeding generation; and wc should be satisfied 
for a few years to see the natural speed of the race gradually augment, retaining 
only for breeding such ns wenitlirougli (lieir trials satisfactorily. 

“ It would be tolly to buy horses of large structure in the East; stirli would bt; 
found to have less speed than (lie small ones, while factitious structure can lie 
given larc with only too much facility. 

*' When the public slmll become alive lo the deteriorated condition of our sad¬ 
dle-horses, and anxious in obtain such as are more useful, the fiist step must b« a 
recurrence to nature for those properties which ert has destroyed. It Ims been 
shewn that, in the absence of fresh blood, the elongate*! skeleton of ll)e modem 
racer can only be shortened by a process which would render him n starveling. 
The character of (he whole race has been reduced in this respect to a common 
level. Some individuals may be more compact than others, but alt have lost 
something which fresh blood only can restore. If we rear them at a reasonable 
expenae, their growth is stunted—if on rich grass, they ioee their speed. Whe¬ 
ther we try to renovate this exhausted race, or subetitnte another, tm objects we 
seek are a more compact form and greater vigor; and these can only be found in 
horses which are nearer to a state of nature. So long as individual differences in 
a race enabled us to correct individual defects, we may dispense with fresh blood, 
but no longer. 

“ A National E.vtablishment having selected liorses fitxn amongst a fine race, 
distinguished from their companiona by their symmetry, their natural speed, and 
hill amount of muscles, should cnrefully observe Iww far the artificial properties 
afterwards given lo the race diminished its natural ones. A mass of facts would 
after some years be obtained and recorded, cajculated lo throw for the first time a 
steady light on the distant, us well as proximate, consequences resulting from 
factitious causes. These facts are not likely to be collected under any system less 
permanent and comprehensive than one under the control of a National Establish¬ 
ment. Its stock should be divided into two jiortions; l<olh should be placed un¬ 
der tbe influence of continued selection fiir speed and stoutness; but one should 
be maintained at a structure ns nearly autural as possible. With such conflict¬ 
ing properties as speed, vigor, and great structural enlargement, a reserve of 
more natural animals cannot be dispensed with.—The enlarged portion of the 
stock should again be divided into two classes, one being kept for breeding, ilie 
other for working; the sixe of the former should be allowed to bocomr as large 
as is required to enable it lo produce animals sufficiently powerful for working; 
every effort should be made to keep down the stature oi (ne bre«ling animals to 
that point which suffices, ^ the aid of rich food, to produce working animals sufli- 
cienUy powerful; iiicreastng tlie stature of the race as little, and that of the indi¬ 
viduals as much as possible. In breeding horses of tbe best race it might be 
found desirable to have one port ion less speedy,but more muecular,ihantbe other, 
in order to meet that variety of demand which exists in a highly civilized nation. 
Tliere should be a certain amount of foreign blood in the horses of our heavy 
cavalry; but foreign horses, having a degree of speed which is incompatible 
with much muscular power, are not so welTcakulatra for heavy eavalry as m>rsea 
with less speed but with more muscular and constitutionnl power. Mambrino, 
Sieeetwilliam, nr Sedbury, were better fitted for producing proper stock for ca¬ 
valry than Skarkt. This animal was more advanced by art than the earlier 
lioraea as respects speed; but be was not so well calculated for enabling us to 
produce powerful saddle-horan. If a foreign race is tn assist in the proooction 
of our heavy cavaW hones, it must pomss os much structural power as can be 
combined with a sufficiency of action, vigor, and power. 

“ The natural qualities of the horse are found nearest perfection when tliey are 
in a condition the least removed from one of nature. Artificial structure is ob¬ 
tained by rich fiiod, and artificial speed by continued selection. The conrae of 
the breeder is easy so long os it is in one direction: that is, in advance. When,

be at work preparing smaller animals by means of trials, and continued eelection, 
for being crossed when required with that enlarged portion of ila stock which 
from time to time became deteriorated. Tlie smaller animals, until wanted, 
should be kept in a state aa nearly as possible of nature. They would thus re¬ 
tain their vigor while acquiring all the advantage derived from continued selec¬ 
tion ; they could be maintained at Ihe least poasiUa expense—at one which the 
sale of the annual draugbU would nearly or wholly repay. 

“ If a new race were lo be formed, under the ayatem we have now rMom- 
mended, capaUe of running tong distances, and carrying much weight without 
diatreas, premiums might b* agait.* granted tn the winners of certain tasks upon 
the tnrf. To attempt io make modern racers to run longer distaners, nr carry 
more weight than at nrceeni, would be both cruel and useless. A National Es¬ 
tablishment undertaking to form a new race of foreign boraca could not be said to 


auccaad, unleaa it suppUad Uw country with bortNa aa ewift, atmit, and powarftU 
as the earlier raeera. Knowing aceuraieiy thepoweia of t^ new race, it could 
point out the nature of tbe running for which premiums might properly he 
granted: and great tasks might again be performed on tbe Turf, without any of 
the cruelty which attends the present running. How far bounties ean in ftiture 
be mode to influence the proceedings of tbe Turf, by competing successfully 
with licsvy slakes, can only be ascertained by experience. 

“ The aiatliuns whose stature had been adequately enlarged in the Elstablish- 
ment for supplying the demand of the farmers in tM great breeding eountiro 
■iKUild be let out under strict regulations, or maintained by the Establishment iu 
those couiiiies in a condition best calculated to preserve their vigor. Mucilagi¬ 
nous food and other exnedii nls bad recourse to by private individuals to make the 
aniiuaU very fat, should iiul he resorted to; the stallions of a National Estublisli- 
ment sliould make ihuir way to public fuvur by the gotxfness of their stock. No 
horse should leaie i lie Estublishmeiit as a stallion laboring under any essential 
defect. If a public Estublislinienl supplied the breeding counties with the bc«t 
class of stallions at a clica|) rule—bretJ within its own precincts—a limited num¬ 
ber of (be U st class horses rordiircr' iii purposes, allowing parents and llieir off¬ 
spring to be freely ins|>euted, the public would be enlightened by example; arid, 
becoaiiu,: graduall} uecustoincd to see the best forms, would no lunger be saiis- 
fiid with buiunies. 

“ In deierniinlngon lli. utility of some such plan as tlml |>ro|<osrd, the reader 
will do well in ask himself the following qnc-iions. Is tluTe a strong di.s|»osi- 
liuii in every fine nice of the horse, w liose structure has been enlarged by unna¬ 
turally rich food, lo btcotnc cither coarse or weedy 7 Are the means adopletl on 
the 'J urf to pievfiit coarseness more than pallidiivi s 7 And are nut soniC of 
tliem objectionable 7 Is it nut belter to n i iir to nature, when art has disiiuaed 
a domesticated rare of horses to coarsoncMi, than to such a palliative as that of 
breeding on one side from old parents? Is not this substituting wen I i ness for 
coarseness ? If we adopt a system under wliicli both coarseness nnd weedinCMi 
are avoided, by recurring when necessary lu fresh blood, we should be able le 
rear uiid work hones at the least |K)ssible expeiiHe. Under this system any es¬ 
sential loss of vigur Would be irislantly rejmired by tbe most etoimmicul means. 
In intiiiitaining vigor in a rao- of horses w itliimt enursenesA, we should have 
laid the bi'si foumiution for giving to it those artificial qualities w hic'i rtsnh from 
annual trials, and cuiuinurd schciicn 

“ It is in our power to modily greatly the acquired as well as the natural pro- 
iwrlies of Oriental horses; but we eunnut eombiue the highest degree of tran¬ 
sient s|)red with th*'conipuel skeleton and nitisi'ular |><)W er displaytii by the ear¬ 
lier horses, and iw|u.re<f when great distances me lu be traverstd, or much 
weight to U- carried." 

'I'lie practical utility of oui Author's plans nnd s|M'rulntiimN may create doubt 
in some minds us l-i (he nropriciy of iln-ir luluption to (he ex'cnl ul his views, 
we trust, however, that they will stimulate iiitjony, and In' pnxlnciive of all (be 
benefit the most suiigiiinc may anticiitiile. It is a subject of vital im[N)rtuiice 
and of grurv diliherdtiun. We caiiicsily reconimeiid an ait< niiic pi rusul lY tlie 
work, not only to our renders, but to all engaged in the breeilim; of, iii'd irnflie 
ill, horses l.nmloi( <OI<i) iqKiiiiof Mn^'itxiiie, foi 1(06.

In a eoimlry whert 
every niuii is a soldier, and frequent prizes given tn the liest ninrksmrn, good 
sliots sliould l.u fnqiiciil. 1 have not, however, heard of any exir.iordinary feats 
in this briiiich of s| oriing. 

I ficreuve I lately made an error in culling (Ih- broekil (ii bike tisli) a species U|' 
tnnil. It npnroxiiiiuies more nearly lo tlic pike: but ironi are ol.so common ia 
the rivers, ot which, however, this Canton (Nissesses f* w of much note. Archery 
is a common aiiiusenieni among the gentry: and danring in the on* n air is not 
unfrequeiK amongst all classts and both sexes Wrestling, to wliirhthe)iea- 
saiitry of Berne and some other Cantons an- much uddictid, dot s not seem to 
prevail here. Tl.-e iss do not strike me ns n tall race of men—rnther the eon 
trary; nor rertihikuble for symmetry, although generally stout any h.mly. Tbe 
Swissdiligtnee Imrses, as } have said, are far superior lo the Freneh in reality as 
well as ill appearacce. Tlit remark, I think, Will apply to most other descrip¬ 
tions of that animal. Tlic Vuudois chasseurs (generally (lie sons of rich farmers, 
and, like (he yeomanry of England, finding their own horses, Ac ) are by no 
means lisdly mounted. Driving is, Imwever, much more conimon (here than 
riding, and for this their horses are generally remarkably well broke, going with¬ 
out a touch, ami stopping ns easily. A gig liorsc (sire English, dam Hanoverian), 
tlie properly ofa friend of mine, was sspleiisant on animal tt> drive ns I ever saw. 
Many of them irnl admirably in liaine.ss; us an insliinre, nine miles in fifty-five 
niinoies, by a lame mare, on a very hilly road, drawing several persons, and 
without whip, is not a despicable performance. 

The menlion of this latter animal lends me l*> speak of her master, Mr. Abia- 
liam Barraud, known far and-wide in tlic Canton, and even in acme others, for 
hh! professional skill (he being s Veterinary Surgeon), and certainly, take him 
for all in all, one of tlie most remaikable jiersons I ever encouiiteml. In fact, 
for a union of great and Turious powers or mind and body few penens on record 
ean aurpasa him, as be is Muallv si home in the roughest and most clegaitt occu¬ 
pations. He is B sort of Clirichton. 1 am glad to be able therefore to claim him 
for a country man; for though his parents were SwisH he was born in London, 
and Itss passed (be greater part ot his life amongst Englishmen. At the age of 
fifteen be enlisted into Ibe llih Light Dragoons, aial served with them many 
years ih India, and in the Burmese war. He was three times wounded; once os 
a Toliinteer at Bhurtpore, in 1836, on which oceasion he had been nearly num¬ 
bered with the slain. In his campaigns be made many aturbaned infidel bite lbs 
dust, and must have been a moat formidable adversary in single combat. Al¬ 
though never in the saddle before he entered the army (that age, as be thinks. 
bein» early enough, nnd I agree with him; many boys here are now rendered 
helpfess on foot, and otlierwise injured, by riding too early and too constantly)— 
at eighteen years, being rough-riaing aeijeani of the regiment, he became deputy 
riding-mastep, an office which he retained till he quiitM it riding-maater, a 
coBimissioncd officer, being in England). In these pursuits be was sometimes in 
the saddle from 3 a. M. to 8 p. m. He was a capital horaeroan. and might, I flUMS, 
have been ranked among “ the crack riders of England." Whilst in the Em( be 
got up a theatre, painted the scenes, and trod the hoards both in comedy oad in 
tragedy. He was also the Lest hornpipe dancer in the army. He was no game, 
sler, (hough (here were too many in that army, but was, I telieve, an admirer of 
tbe science of pugilism. Certain it is, that, though by no means quarrelsome, he 
was now and (ben provoked lo a fistic a nibni for lore; and on one of these oc- 
canions be broke the jaw of his antagonist: he was, IiuweTer, more remarkable 
for strength and endurance than skill. In returning to Eurtme, after quitting the 
army, be was nearly loet in a storm off the Cape. He afterwards rode poe 
from Calnis to Jougiie, on the frontiers of Switzerland, in three days and nights,t 
taking no sleep, aad subaistiiig on bread and brandy— a feat worthy of Osbaldis- 
ton. In addition to his other occupations, which are pretty constant, he is riding- 
master to the Cantonal Cavalry, lo whom he has taught our sword exerciee, 
which has been much admired. He has olso taught tbe lanes and carbine exer¬ 
cise. For hie services to this regimrnt he woe about to receive a valuable present 
when 1 left Switzerland. 

In height, Mr. Barraud is five feet eight inches. He it remarkably stout, and 
indeed, too corpulent, weighing about sixteen stone. Wlien he quitted our army , 
his weight was twelve 'tone twelve pounds. His strength is Herculsan; when 
in (lie llih, he lilted hit horse, fully equipped, with carbine, Ac., by placing hia 
back under him; a feat which only one otner man in the lament wna ane to 
perform. Lately, in'throwi^ a horse for an operation, he broke a very strong 
cord used for the pifVpose. He pushes a horse out nf bis plaoe aa he would a 
Christian; and indero, in almost everything be does be evinces uncaaimon m^ 
cular powers; from his size, and riding so constantly, he is, however, a very in¬ 
different pedestrian. His coostitutkin ms been proof against ten or eleven years' 
hard service in a scorching climate, and although he finds tlie Swiss winter very' 
cold, be is generally exposed to the weather (begreater part of the day in all sea¬ 
sons. Although not more abstemious in India than other men, he now takes very 
little wine or strong liquors: indeed these, or beer (Swiss beer must not be com- 
pared with Briiiah), generally disagree with him; so thot his ronstilulion, with 
great general vigor, poesesaea some of those peculiarities which are usually 
thought common to men of geniua. He is a good swimmer, and a capital dancer: 
still excelling,! am inform^ notwithstanding his sixe, in a hornpipe; indeed, 
bis usual step is aslight us most men’s. He has a bluff, lion-like vita^, much 
bronzed by his Eastern campaigns. He is fond of the country of his birth, and 
has a frank, good-humorfd John-Bullish manner, soMier-like, and by no mean* 
ungentlemanlikb, though perhaps more yeomanly and nistical.—(Nearlr all ths 
Swiaa eenilemen in tlie small towns ana villages, except the Clergy ana tome of 
the highest rank, wear blue smork frocks in tlie morning, so that it ia almost ha- 
fiossible lo distinguish them at first tight from the peasantry.)—II*- is ofa haf^
